Lack of .Codperation. 


Not long ago a letter came to me 
from a girl in the middle west. Her 
father had been ill and out of work 
for six months. The girl was earning 
a good salary, sufficient for them to 
get along reasonably comfortably ex- 
cept that in the mother’s unbusiness 
lfke method of hAndling the money 
which daughter turned over there was 
a discouraging debt piling up. The girl 
argued first to be allowed control. The 
mother was so hurt, the idea was aban- 
doned. Then one evening the daugtiiter 
went home with the bright idea of try- 
ing to make mother see the value of 
running things on a budget. At that, 
there was a perfect explosion of wrath, 
and for days the girl's spirit was so 
depressed over the lack of codperation 
from her mother, she wrote me that 
she had almost learned to hate her; 
that when her father got better she 
made up her mind she was going to 
leave for another city where she could 
work out a savings account of her own. 

Mrs. Richardson's suggestion to 
mothers to invite the wage earning 
girls’ more systematic business 
methods about the home would be 
deeply appreciated by a number of 
girls of my own acquaintance if ac- 
cepted. There would be far more pull- 
ing with instead of against in the 
family circle. Beside, it is training that 
must accrue to the girl’s benefit in 
her own home later. ; 


Unfair of Mothers, 


Another thing the writer deems 2n- 
fair of mothers is ‘implanting in the 
girl’s mind the thought that a business 
career offers happy escape from mono- 
tonous domestic tasks, that marriage 
spells drudgery the kitchen, and 
nothing more.
